States at least 1,000,000 are organized, 
and on Tuesday next a great meeting 
will be held in St. Louis looking towards 
the consolidation of all existing organi- 
zations and further extensions, by which 
it is hoped within a short time to include 
in a consolidated association not less 
than 
4,000,000 
farmers. 
Speaking 


of the natnre of the organizations, W. A. 
Peffer, editor of the Kansas Farmer, 
says in a current number of the Farmer: 


Some of these associations have origi- 


nated in the Southwest, some in other 
parts of the South and some in the West. 
Their general purpose is to express the 
importance of the agricultural interest 
as to cause other interests to pay greater 
heed to the farmer. The complaint of 
all these organizations is, is substance, 
that the middlemen and money-lenders 
have, in one way or another, great advan 
tage over the farmer, which advantage 
ha? been used to his impoverishment. 
All these organizations are secret, and 
although in a purely local sense none of 
them are political, in a larger sense they 
all have a political significance, inasmuch 
as they all look toward to an oppoitupity 
for the farmers' vote to change legisla- 
tion which they conceive to be particu- 
larly adverse to be agricultural interests.

So eager 
weio they tosjetout of their scorching 
prison that they would lime fallen 
headlong out of the window and been 
dashed to pieces on the sidewalk, seven 
stories below, had they not been re- 
strained by their rnoie cool-headed fel- 
lows. As it was, howe\er, two of tho 
terror-stricken men broke away from 
their wouUl-hp presence and dropped 
from a v. indow to tho sidow alk. They 
wore both instantly killed. 


While the work of rescue was- going 


on from the window where the crowd of 
printers and others had assembled. Prof. 
Olsen. prr-sidontof the Vermillion (Dak.) 
University, met a terrible fate. Mr. 01- 
$n had been spending Thanksgiving 
here with his brother, and Friday even- 
ing made a call upon a friend who was 
employed in the editorial rooms of the 
Tribune. While seated in his friend's 
room the alarm of flre was raised, but as 
iwtestigation seemed to show that no 
particular danger need be apprehended, 
both sat down and resumed their con- 
wsation. In a few minutes every body 
realized the fact that nearly all hope of 
escape had been cut off. and Prof. Olsen 
and his friend started for the fire escape 
leading from the sixth story on which 
were located the editorial rooms. Some 
of. these who were on that floor when the 
blaze was discovered are of the opinion 
that the Tribune employes escaped. 
Prof. Olsen got out of the window all 
right and had proceeded down a short 
distance on tSe flre escape, when from 
gome unknown reason be let go his hold 
and fell to the sidewalk. A couple of 
firemen rushed in «nd carried him to the 
nearest drug store, where it was found

A few ol these girders were ben 
and twisted out oi shape by the heal 
and the heavy masses that fell upon 
them from above. It had been hoped 
that the solidity oi the first floor, sup- 
ported as it was by heavy iron posts and 
rirders, would support the overlying 
mass and thus protect the presses in the 
basement. 
But an examination of the 


ruins proved the probable delusiveness 
ol this hope. Every thing had given 
way before the stupendous weight, and 
the basement was piled full of the 
heavy debris. 
The vaults in the news- 


paper offices appeared to be in good 
condition, and unless the heat was too 
intense the contents will be found to be 
in a good state of preservation. The 
walls are cracked but little, and in the 
opinion of Chief Stetson there is no 
danger of their falling. 


Charles A. Smith, the elevator man 


on the night service, did very creditable 
work. He was a new man, having only 
been in the place since the first of the 
week 
After the fire broke out he mado 


five trips (the last when the shaft was 
actually on flre), and saved a number of 
people. Smith says he smelled fire for 
three-quarters of an hour before he 
could find its location. After looking 
on all the floors he finally felt the heat 
on the third floor and was about to break 
in the door of the fateful room when the 
transom burst and the flames sprang up. 
lie Is confident that the fire originated 
in E. A. Harmon's office, and worked 
through two partitions before breaking 
into the hallway, but this seems well- 
nigh impossible. 
Smith is sure that 


more people were burned than have 
baen reported. He says that about five 
minutes before the flre was discovered 
ho carried a heavy dark-complexioned 
lady to the sixth floor. She asked for 
the editorial rooms of the I'ioneer-Press. 
He did not take her hack in the elevator, 
and he Is sure she could not have gone 
down the stairway. Smith also says 
that a tall young man. with a black 
mustache, shot himself on the seventh 
floor, near the composing-room door. 
Smith was up on his last trip and called 
to tho young man to come into the ele- 
vator, but he seemed dazed by the heat 
and smoke and deliberately drew a re- 
volver and fired into his own head, fall- 
ing, as Smith supposes, quite dead. Just 
before he fired the shot he exclaimed: 
"My God; my wife and 
," then the 


bullet did its work. 


Chief Stetson charges that the loss of 


life is due to the absence of proper fire 
e&capes. 
There was some apparently unac- 


countable delay in turning in the alarm 
for the fire department, and after they 
arrived on the ground it seemed to be a 
long time before they got to work. This 
was a general cause of comment by the 
spectators. 
In an interview to-day Chief Stetson 


talked as follows on the subject: "In 
the first place, there was some unpar- 
donable delay in sending the alarm.

had no knowledge that there was a fire 
until it had made suah headway that it 
could not be checked. The man who

The Opening of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. l.-The Congress 


which assembles at noon to-day meets 
under very peculiar conditions. A Re 
publican Senate 
and a 
Republican 


House will meet to transact business 
which will be submitted to a Republic- 
an President for approval. It would 
seem that where there is such perfect 
political harmony, harmony of ideas 
and interests should be found also. 
But whether this harmony will be pres- 
ent at the deliberations of the two 
Houses of Congress or not remains to be 
seen. There are many questions to be 
considered by this Congress which can 
not bo settled on party lines. The 
principal topics to come before the Con- 
gress for discussion arc the tariff; the 
silver question: Federal control of Na- 
tional elections; a proposition to repeal 
the Civil-Service law, and the appropria- 
tion of money for rivers and harbors 
ind other local objects and enterprises. 


The tariff question was the chief issue 
n the last Congress. It will divide in- 
terest this term with the silver ques- 
tion. The question of silver coinago 
has been much agitated of late months, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury, it is 
confidently expected, will make such 
recommendations to Congress in the an- 
nual report that will be transmitted to 
the House and Senate on Wednesday 
next as will bring the question into still 
greater prominence. The effect ol the 
deliberations ol the silver convention 
recently held in St. Louis will undoubt 
edly be felt, and the course taken by 
Mr. Reed, the Speaker, in constituting 
the new committee on coinage, weights 
and measures, will be watched with 
much interest. Mr. Leech, the Director 
of the Mint, has expressed the belief 
that Congress will increase the coinage 
ol silver. The only doubt that exists is 
whether the extremists in both Houses 
of Congress will not prevent legislatton 
by refusing to accede to any proposition 


minor 
sary to 
effective.

Congress will be asked at an early day 


to provide a form of government forOkla- 
homa. A bill for this is now being pre- 
pared under the supervision of the bec- 
retary of the Treasury. 


The National pension committee 01 


the Grand Army of the Republic aas 
formulated a number of pension bills 
which will be offered for consideration. 
Principal among these is the Per Diem 
Allowance Pension bill and the Tota

the World's Fair of 1892. The "laims of 
New York, Washington, St. Louis and 
Chicago will bo warmly pressed forward 
in the beginning of the session and tho 
question will likely not be disposed of 
until January or February. 


As a result, of the meeting of the 


American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, the question of the 
preservation of American forests will be 
brought strongly before Congress. The 
question of the further development by 
rrigation of the arid lands of the \\ est 
will also be considered. 


Among the general subjects which 


will come up for consideration are the 
following: The abolition or regulation 
of trusts: the estabishment of posta 
savings banks; the organization of post- 
offices aboard trans-Atlantic steamships 
an increase in the number of judicia 
circuits; to relieve the pressure of un- 
finished business on the Supreme Court;

and the House elected Thomas B, Beed, 
of Maine, speaker. The President's mes- 
sage was read and the usual adjournment 
finished up the first day's session of the 
Fifty-first Congress. Daring the next 
two weeks there will be'not much of in- 
terest, probably, at least not much that 
the people will get to know anything 
about, bat it goes without saying that 
the formation of the House committees 
will give Mr. Speaker Roed all the trouble 
that- will be necessary to his existence. 
Nominally the formation of the standing 
committees is a matter for which the 
speaker is solely responsible, and it would 
seem to be an easy matter for him to 
make hia aeai^nment? without unneoes- 
sary delay. But there are considera ions 
aside from the mere fitnt-s-i of the mem- 
bers for the respective dalirs of each, and 
no speaker was ev?r elected wi'.h enough 
of chairmanships to go around among 
thosp whose preferences must be con- 
sulted. It is the rule of the House that 
the chnirmarj of the Ways and Meat.s 
committee has precedence ovor every 
other chairman in the way of privilege, 
and by the unwritten custom he is the 
lender of the House. Consequently the 
place has always been much sought after, 
and it has come to be a custom of every 
speaker to put at the head of the Ways 
and Means committee the unsuccessful 
candidate for the epeakerehip. 
Mr. 


Speaker Re*d will have a comparatively 
easy task in this regard, and can follow 
the custom of the past by appointing Mr. 
McKinley to this chairmanship, as well 
as put his most important committee in 
the hands of a most capable man and one 
who has sesn service on the committee. 
Mr. Cannon, who stood at the head of 
the Republican members of the commit- 
tee on Appropriations in the last Con- 
gress, by the same rule ought to be made 
chairman of that committee, and the new 
speaker will doubtless appoint him. And 
so of others. Men who are peculiarly 
fitted by training and experience will be 
without doubt selected to head the most 
important committees, but there are a 
large proportion of new members in the 
present Congress and they will expect 
important chairmanships by virtue, of 
their support of the successful candidate 
for speaker, and be disappointed if they 
do not get them. It is doubtful whether 
Mr. Reed will pass by men of experience 
and long service merely because they 
were partisans of some other candidate, 
and pick out men for the important 
places who have no redeeming trait save 
their support of the speaker. We say it 
is doubtful if he does this. It is not the 
way of men who themselves have had 
years of experience on the floor, for they 
know how valuable this ie. Capt. Rowell 
of this district, ought to be at the head 
of the Elections committee. He stood at 
the head of the Republican members of 
that committee in the last House, and 
made considerable reputation on it, and 
it would be manifestly dangerons to re- 
place him with a new man. 


But the next two weeks will witness a 


lively shaking up among the members in 
their hunt after committee assignments, 
and the fact that the scramble after de- 
sirable places will necessarily be very 
privately conducted will make it none 
the 1988 exciting. Mr. Speaker Reed will 
have his hands fall, and will he awake 
many a night trying to properly distrib- 
ute his favors and pay his political debts 
at the same time. 


THE Supreme Court vacancy is talked 


about afresh again, with an intimation 
that it will be filled by the President this 
week. A new man has been mentioned 
within the past few days, with an intima- 
tion of a strong probability that ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes will be the man.

A Mnnter Boiokmtack. 


The monster chimney of the new 


Fall River Iron Works mill, the largest 
in America and the fifth largest in the 
world.was completed recently. It is 250 
feet above the ground. The bottom of 
the foundation is seven feet below tide 
water and sixteen feet below the ground, 
making the total height of the chimney 
366 feet. The base is square for a dis- 
tance of about thirteen feet from the 
ground, then tapers up gradually for 
about eight feet, and from that up the 
chimney is cylindrical in form. The 
diameter at the base is thirty feet, at the 
narrowest part it is fifteen feet. The 
flue has a uniform diameter of eleven 
feet. The walls at the bottom are thirty- 
two inches thick and in the thinnest part 
twelve inches. It is built of brick above 
the foundation, the number used being 
1,700,000.—N, Y. Telegram.

A liew Lamp. 


M. Henri Pieper, of Liege, has just in 


vented a new incandescent lamp of very 
simple construction. It consists of two 
horizontal rods of copper, placed abou 
four millimeters apart, A thin pointet 
rod of carbon, placed vertically, rests on 
the copper rods and forms a bridge be 
tween them. The current passes be- 
tw een the copper rods through the car 
bon, w Inch it renders ucandescent. The 
copper rods are mounted on spiings 
which cnu^e them to use t'.ighth when 
the carbon is totilh consumed, and 
bring them against two contact pieces, 
thus preventing the rupture of the cir-

It is not neces- 
sary to bear the badge of the Red Cross 
society to bind up the wounded or allevi- 
ate pain. The keenest hurts do not flow 
blood, and the sorest bruises are not 
those of the flesh. They can be reached 
and cured by the exercise of the divine 
qualities of sympathy and unselfishness, 
and can be healed by those that never 
graduated in a school for trained nurses.

It is .-did that there is no surer test of 


hard times than can bo found in tin- ad- 
vertisements of the n-jwpapers. When 
the columns arc- iilk'd wiM advertise- 
ments offering expensive articles for sale 
it is to be considered ominous, because 
the rich are the first to feel the pressure 
and begin retrenchment by getting rid of 
some of their luxuries.

It does not seem, trorn casual observa- 
tion, that anybody m New York can be 
very hard pushed for money. The dis- 
play which is made in the streets and at 
the theatre indicates boundless wealth. 
Wall street, however, shows some signs 
of distress. Money has been very tight 
during the past three months. A few 
days ago it had got up to 10 per cent., 
though in the early part of tho summer, 
and when business is usually supposed to 
be stagnant, 2 and 4 per cent, ruled 
easilv.—Once a Week. 


The Discover} of America. 


A special from Albany tells of a dis- 


covery made by Professor Mulvil Dewey, 
director of the New York state library, 
while visiting the national library of 
France. 
He went into the manuscript 


department, and there saw a fine look- 
ing man, with white mustache, with his 
nose in a yellow and musty manuscript. 
As he approached, the mm raised his 
head and disclosed his identity. He was 
none other than Gen. Daniel Butterfield. 
The manuscript in which he was inter- 
ested was one of St. Breuden, a notable 
abbot in the Sixth century. The Latin 
manuscript, which was poorly written, 
seemed to relate to the discovery of 
America. 
Gen. Butterfield told Profes- 


sor Dewey that he had discovered the 
manuscript by accident, about three 
weeks previously, and had become so in- 
terested in it that he would remain until 
he completed reading it. "He had pored 
over it so long," said Professor Dewey, 
"that he could read it faster than I 
could. I must give him credit for that. 
There ia some discussion now over the 
story that a party of abbots discovered 
America long before Christopher Colum- 
bus did, and it would seem strange at 
this time, when we are talking about the 
four hundredth anniversary celebration, 
if Gen. Butterfit'ld were to discover evi- 
dence which bore out the facts."—Phila- 
delphia Ledger. 


The "Juno Bu.;" I'm-m. 


Edwin C. Colsr.au. editor of The Cum- 


berland G;ip, a weekly iK'-ivbpaper at 
Middleborough, Ky., died suddenly in 
this city lait Holiday of pneumonia. Mr. 
Colgan"was author of the famous "June 
Bug" poem, which is familiar to every 
newspaper reader, and has been parodied 
in a thousand forms. 
Others laid claim 


to its composition, but Culgan could 
prove indisputably that he was its, author. 
He wrote it about eight years, ago, when 
he was a reporter on The Courier Jour- 
nal of this city.

The next 
day Mr. Colgan rewrote it and took it to 
Mr. Donald G. Padman, who was con- 
tributing a column of humorous para- 
graphs to the editorial page of The Cour- 
ier-Journal. 
Mr. Padman placed it at 


the head of his column, and it appeared 
there on the following day. 


The bit of rhyme was at once taken up 


by the press of the country, and has been 
recited in every village and town of the 
Union.—Louisville Telegram.

Mr. O'Connell. a practical 
cheese maker, who has studied with Pro- 
fessor Robertson in Canada, and has giv- 
en instructions in Sheboygan county un- 
der the auspices of the State Dairymen's 
association, will give instructions in 
cheese making, and Dr. Babcock in but- 
ter making and milk analysis. The dairy 
house will be provided with the wonder- 
ful Swedish butter extractor, which takes 
the butter directly from the milk.—Madi-
